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IMPORTANCE OF ADVERTISING 
Newspaper advertising is playing a part in the na­ 
tion’s war effort second in importance only to the serv­ 
ice being rendered by the newspapers in keeping a free 
people informed, through the news and editorial col­ 
umns, of day-to-day developments. 
People seem to be 
learning rapidly—those who had forgotten it—that only 
through the still free press of America can they get the 
facts about the war and of developments on the home 
front. 
In the economic life of the people the American press 
is playing a wartime role that would be impossible in na­ 
tions like Germany, Italy or Russia, where the press as 
well as the radio is under the thumbs of the rulers. 
Scarcity of many products and rationing have made the 
advertisements an even more important part of Amer­ 
ican life than in the past. 
Predictions made by some of the collectivist boys 
—who abhor the very idea of advertising—that adver­ 
tising volume was headed for a serious (they hoped 
fatal) slump during the war have been proved as erron­ 
eous as all their other theories. Many mercantile, manu­ 
facturing and service firms are continuing to advertise 
for the same reason they advertised in the past—they 
find it pays—and people have discovered they can save 
time and money under present conditions of scarcity, 
just as they did in the past, by consulting the adver­ 
tisements. 


START SAVING 
There is longer any way of loading the tax bill “onto 
the other fellow." It is now in the lap of every family in 
the land. 
Taxes come ahead of all family bills. 
The 
American family will have to learn to economize as never 
before. 
A single person with an income of $100 a month will 
pay the Federal government approximately .$175 in 1943, 
and this does not include any state income tax. property 
tax or excise taxes. A single person earning $15 a week, 
with no dependents, will pay some $56 Federal taxes, 
not counting other taxes. 
We will have to go without a lot of things hereafter 
to accumulate tax money.
